THE CALL, FOR MOKE TBOOP&, 


Need* Kiceed Estimate*, and Presi- 


dent Will Insne Call at-Ooce 


(By Associated Press.) 


Washington, May IT.—^resilient Wc» 


Kinley has determined to issue another 
call for volunteers, and the number 
named will be lOOiOOO, as recommended 
by Secretary Alger. President McKin- 
ley has been urged for a fortnight to issue 
a second call, but hesitated to do so, hop- 
ing that it would not be -necessary. He 
has determined, however, to issue the 
call in order that the additional men can 
be getting ready to serve if needed. 


The first call has practically absorbed 


the national guardsmen, and most of the 
additional volunteers will be absolutely 
green, and it will take time to season 
them. More men will be needed for 
Cuba, the Philippines and Porto Rico 
than was estimated, and the need may 
increase. 
A war department authority told, the 


president that 100,000 men would not be 
enough for Cuba and that 150,000 might 
have to be sent there, while from 40,000 
to 60,000 would have to go 4o the Philip- 
pines, where climatic diseases would be 
more disastrous than in Cuba. 


These estimates seem exaggerated, 


but they indicate possibilities that the 
president felt could not b« disregarded, 
It would be easier, t$o, to get the volun- 
teers now, with nearly a million waiting 
to offer and so many regiments organ- 
ized, than later, and the daily demands 
for an opportunity for their constit- 
uents coming from senators and repre- 
sentatives would be met. Th* president 
has been advised by some to call for 
800,000 more men to meet demands and 
supply all possible needs. 


Had prompt action been taken by the 


naval war board and the navy depart- 
ment two weeks ago, in accordance with 
information placed in their possession, 
Spain's men-of-war in the West Indies 
would not be-irtratins a coal pile.

'DO PEOPLE READ POETRYT 


One Newspaper Answers the Question, 


Showing They Do. 


An eastern periodical has been trying to 


answer the question, "Do people read po- 
etry?" and to that end has interviewed 
publishers and various literary persona 
supposed to have information on the sub- 
ject. The conclusion drawn from the data 
so laboriously gained is to the effect that 
they do read it. Of course they do, but it 
was hardly necessary to take such pains to 
flnd out. A little reflection and observa- 
tion would have answered as well. 


A magazine or newspaper editor nmsi 


be aware, if he will stop to think, that if 
only those people read poetry who write it 
a large proportion of the population may 
be classed as readers. Perhaps the reader* 
of other people's poetry are hardly so nu- 
merous, but there is no doubt that poetry 
is widely read and is favorably regarded 
by persons who make no literary preten- 
sions. Ask the very domestic woman or 
the woman in a remote farmhouse if she 
keeps a scrapbook, and she will in all 
probability acknowledge having thus pre- 
served a few "pieces of poetry"—taken, 
the most of them, from the one weekly 
paper that comes to her'home. 


The clubwoman reads poetry, of course. 


She has to if she would stand well, bnt it 
Is not so certain that she engages in the 
perusal for personal enjoyment. It is 
sometimes because she must know about 
"tone color" and who the "poet prophets" 
are, and what Browning meant, and 
what Whitman was driving at, and all the 
rest of the poet lore—bnt she reads it, and 
the clubwoman, as we all know, makes 
up a good part of the community. What 
she reads and professes to like is of 
course only that class of verse admitted 
jy magazine editors to be poetry, arid it is 
not exclusively this which is meant when 
it is asserted that all men and women 
read more or less poetry. 


The verses that the woman out on the 


farm baa in her scrapbook, that even the 
clubwoman has tucked away in her desk 
jr her pooketbook along with samples of 
ellk, or that the man of business carries 
in his vest pocket until the bit of paper is 
worn out, would Dot always pass muster 
with the critics. Their meter may some* 
times be faulty, the thoughts may be mere 
platitudes, bnt they somehow express a 
sentiment that appeals to the heart; they 
touch the emotions, not the intellect alone; 
they speak of common experiences—of 
love and longing and loss, of home, of 
mother, of child, sometimes of religions 
faith, bnt always a tender sentiment. The 
man and woman who cherish these verses 
would resent being called sentimental, but 
one so callous as not to be moved by gen- 
uine sentiment, even omdely expressed, is 
rare. 


Comparatively few read volumes of 


verse—poetry, the best of it, is a luxury 
that even the elect are apt to take in small 
quantities—and the public has learned in- 
stinctively to pasp by most magazine verse 
as having nothing in it. That it la perfect) 
in form and classic in thought means 
nothing if soul is not there, and it is 
mechanism rather than soul that is usual- 
ly discernible. It is the poetry found in 
the corners of newspapers that is read and 
out out and learned by heprt, tbe verses 
perhaps contributed by amateurs, perhaps 
taken from the masters, but chosen be- 
cause they speak the thoughts and aspira- 
tions, the hopes and loves and griefs com- 
mon to humanity. Not all of It is what 
the critics know as poetry, but it is poetry 
to the readers, and if that is not a final 
tost It la one sufficient to answer the ques- 
tion mentioned in the beginning.— In- 
Ulanapollt,J

The Slaughter of Birds. 


An investigation by the New York 


Zoological society into tbe destruction 
of bird and animal life in tbe United 
States has shown that in four-fifths of 
the area of tbe United States, exclusive 
of Alaska, bird life is being annihilated, 
edible birds are rare and on tbe point 
of extinction, and plume birds are prac- 
tically extinct. W. T. Hornaday, direct- 
or of the New York Zoological park, 
in a paper read before the section of 
biology of the New York Academy of 
Sciences, referred to the society's inves- 
tigation and used, considerable of tho 
data to be published in the report. He 
said: 
"A series of questions regarding the 


decrease and its causes was sent to cor- 
respondents in all parts of the country. 


"Eighty per cent of the correspond- 


ents declared that tho decrease in bird 
life was unmistakable. With regard ,o 
the causes of destruction, tbe majority 
agreed in attributing the blame to 
sportsmen first of all, to boys who shoo* 
second, and to the clearing of timber 
for cities and towns as tbe third and 
most important cause. Scarcely less 
deadly to the birds were the feather 
hunters."

ida, being 90 per cent in 16 years;Con- 
necticut, Indian Territory and Montana, 
each 76 percent; Indiana, 60; Illinois, 
88; Wisconsin, 40, and Nebraska, only

ONE DAILY NEWSPAPER EDITOR WHO 


IS SERVING IN THE RANKS. 


Will th» W« With Bpala Work M Great 


• Revolution In Journalism as the Civil 
War Did? — V*w War Beats Yet — Aa 
Accident. 


NEW YORK, May 17.—[Special.]—So far 


a* known, the editor of only one of tho 
New York daily papers ha* gone to be a 
soldier boy. He is Ervin Wardmon, tbe 
young, sanguine, athletic editor of The 
Press. 


Mr. Wardman U a member of Troop A, 


national guard, New York, and a private 
at that. When called to Hempstead 
Plains, he went without a protest with 
the rest of tbe troop and bas been 
doing private's duty ever since, not only 
sleeping under a tent in the frightfully 
rainy, nasty weather that has been such 
a steady feature of tho now famous Camp 
Black out on Long Island, drilling earnest- 
ly every day, serving his turn as guard 
mount and obeying all the orders givon 
with all the promptness of one who had 
never given an order of any sort himself, 
but likewise laboring hours at a time at 
back breaking work with tho pick and 
shovel. 


Mr. Wardinan is a clubman as well as 


an editor, and ho has probably ne^ er had 
to do as much hard manual labor in his 
life as he has been obliged to since the bo- 
ginning of his thus fiir brief army camp 
experience. But, while he is the only Now 
York editor so far recorded as taking ac- 
tivo part in the preliminaries to hostili- 
ties, he is not tho only clubman in the list 
by a very great majority. Camp Black 
contains many of them who are sharing 
experiences identical iu every way with 
fanner boys, clerks and artisans, and if 
the testimony of those who ought to know 
is of value the clubmen are acquitting 
themselves quite as well as any among tho 
citizen soldiers. 


Mr. Wardman is one of the younger 
xmen among those who guide the policy of 


New York dailies, being not over 30 at the 
most and of that personal temperament 
that impels its owner to earn the title 
'•hustler" for himself. He was one of 
those who left The Tribune to join The 
Press when its present owners bought the 
paper some two or three years ago. Like 
many of those now prominent in the New 
York newspaper world, he belongs to tho 
generation that bas risen since the close of 
the last war. Such papers as we used to 
get our war newa from in the sixties 
would .look mighty strange and behind 
the times both to editors and readers of 
these days, as indeed they well might. 


Great Change In Journalism. 


It is hard to realiza the tremendous 


change wrought in American newspapers 
by the civil war. Those who were old 
enough to be newspaper readers before 
Sumter was fired upon are almost star- 
tled when they occasionally see a copy of 
a modern newspaper alongside one of 40 
years ago. The science of headline build- 
ing was then almost unknown, such hues 
as "News From the Front" and "Latest 
War Intelligence" being thought quite de- 
suiipiive and ingenious enough until hos- 
tilities bad been going on for a long time. 


Before the surrender of Appomattox 


there was a great change, but the most 
graphic and elaborately put up civil war 
headings were far less effective than have 
now long been thought necessary for news 
of the tamest sort. Compared with some 
of the captional creations of today the old 
time heads were like the blazing of a tal- 
low dip by the side of the 90,000,000 can- 
dle power electric searchlight that has 
been set up at Sandy Hook to illumine 
New York harbor so that no hostile fleet 
may enter in. 


The greatest lesson taught to the news- 


papers by the civil war was the use of the 
telegraph. 
News was sent by wire before 


1861, to be sure, but only sparingly, and 
it was so much of a novelty that the head- 
ing "News by Telegraph" was almost al- 
ways set in much larger type than the 
news headings themselves, and the entire 
report for each day in tbe metropolitan 
papers was often got into less than a col- 
umn space. Everything was sent "in 
skeleton," of course—that is, with the 
small words "the," "a," "of" and the 
like left out to be filled in by the editor. 
This practice, indeed, was continued long 
after the war in telegraphic news matter, 
and many curious unintentional misstate- 
ments of fact resulted in consequence, 
though there were Borne among the New 
York papers whose war correspondents 
sent their dispatches in full, regardless of 
the tolls, which were then many times 
larger than now. 


Newspaper Beats. 


Down to date the number of great beats 


on war news hag been surprisingly small 
since the present war broke out, but should 
the contest continue long there will doubt- 
less be many such fruits of superior enter- 
prise and lucky accident. With all the 
money that has been expended in the ef- 
fort to get first intelligence since the block- 
ado of Cuba was begun first news of any- 
thing really important lias been claimed 
only three times, The Herald being the 
claimant twice and The World once. 


Of these three beats The Herald's on 


the bombardment of Matanzaa was the 
cleanest piece of work, and in spite of tbe 
claim by other papers that it was only an ac- 
cident the general sense of newspaper men 
seems to be that tbe news was got to The 
Herald first simply because The Herald's 
dispatch boat adopted tho apparently ob- 
vious course of following the flngihip. Tho 
other two beats had to do with Dewey's 
victory at Manilla, The Herald scoring be- 
cause of its report sect by a correspondent 
who stood on the bridge of Dewey's flag- 
ship while the shooting" was going on and 
Tho World getting the first positive infor- 
mation as to the final result of f.he attack 
by cable from its Hongkong man. 


A singular piece of bad luck is said to 


have attended The World's beat, however. 
The cablegram bringing the news was re- 
ceived late in the morning, after tbe regu- 
lar edition wag printed and just as the 
"night watch" of editors left to look after 
lato news was about to go boras. An 
extra edition of large size was printed, of 
course, and every one about tho office felt 
jubilant until it was discovered that, ow- 
ing to some misapprehension and confu- 
sion of orders, the delivery men had not 
taken tho bulk of the papers out. Worse 
yet, they could not bo induced to do this, 
no matter how frantically they were urged, 
and a* a result the major portion of the 
edition remained where it wa* until the 
other papers had received similar news. 


Such miscarriage of news has IT.-H 


known to occur before in the most sy > 
atioand up to date newspaper shop' 
Ij'it 


few have ever resulted in greater chagiin 
to the victims of the misunderstanding.

The Contest Between Electricity and 


Steam In City Transportation—New 8y<- 
ten of Railway Slffnallnc at Night. 
Perpendicular Beam* of Ufc-ht. 


People who are interested in elec- 


tricity aa a motive power in transporta- 
tion, either from a scientific or financial 
point of view, ere watching with inter- 
est the situation in New York city. The 
Manhattan elevated road has for some 
time been dallying with the question of 
equipping electrically, but so far there 
are no signs of such equipment, which 
it ia understood is not in favor with 
the more conservative section of the di- 
rectorate of the road. In the meantime 
the elevated railroad company of the 
city of Brooklyn has followed the en- 
lightened lead of Chicago and adopted 
the remarkable effective multiple trait

control system, which enables any oar 
to run either itself or any number of 
cars by electricity at a speed of 18 miles 
an hour, without any change of track, 
rolling stock or elevated structure. It 
seems that tbis step was made impera- 
tive by the success of tbe surface elec- 
tric cars in Brooklyn. 


A question of interest to all munici- 


palities is whether these developments 
in Brooklyn are to be exactly duplicated 
in New York or whether the principal 
railroad in the first city in America can 
profitably continue to give tbe public a 
transit service which Is obviously be- 
hind the age, in speed, cleanliness and 
comfort. Electrical equipments are be- 
ing rapidly applied to the existing sur- 
face roads iu New York, and the public 
ia flocking to take advantage of this 
new service, which, it is said, has added 
$8,000 a day to the receipts of one ol 
the lines which have adopted it. 


A trolley wagon has made its appear, 


ance in Nevada. The motor of the wag- 
on is connected to the rear wheel b; 
suitable gearing. It ia about 19 horse- 
power. It is a powerful affair, for it! 
two rear wheels are 8 feet in diameter. 
Tbe two front wheels are 4 feet in di- 
ameter. The frame supporting the motoi 
is suspended from tbe wagon frame. 
The width of the wheels is consider- 
able, and aa ttfe front wheels an much 
nearer together than the rear wheels the 
wagon acts to quite a degree as a road 
roller. One of the advantages of the 
trolley wagon is that the worst road in 
the country bas no terrors for it. The 
width of the wheels and tbe way they 
are adjusted make it possible for it to 
even ride over plowed ground in safety 
and without that very disagreeable jar 
that a rough road generally causes. Tbe 
trolley itself is adapted to run either on 
two or three wires. Every one who baa 
Been a trolley car has noticed the little 
wheel that runs along on the wire. This 
is called the looking wheel, and its 
movement, which has heretofore been 
on a vertical plane, is arranged m this 
Instance to operate on a horizontal 
plane, thus changing complication to 
simplicity and reducing the cost and 
weight of tbe wheel. The inventor of 
the vehicle believes there are •wonderful 
prospects in store for it. He sees no rea- 
son why it may not be utilised in many 
sections of the country, particularly 
where street cars do not run, and the 
building of a street car line would in- 
volve tremendous expense. He thinks 
tfie trolley wires could be erected, and 
then all that is needful will have been 
accomplished, aa the trolley wagon can 
run over any kind of a road. The wagon 
referred to bas made a speed on a road 
of not overgood construction of 15 
miles an hour without great jar or acci- 
dent. The invention certainly possesses 
the merit of being unique, and is at- 
tracting no little attention among those 
who are interested in the trolley. 


A proposition for a new system of 


railway night signaling, says tbe St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat, has coma out of 
the increasing use of tbe electric head- 
light for locomotives. By giving the 
projector a tilt the beam of light can be 
thrown up perpendicularly, and it has 
been found that in that direction it may 
be of even greater service than in the 
horizontal position for which it was 
originally intended. In the latter case 
it ia visible for only a comparatively 
short distance, and in a mountainous 
district it may be temporarily abut out 
of sight by the winding course of the 
line. When the beam is projected eky- 
ward, tbe approach of the train is her- 
alded for miles in advance, and it is 
now suggested that in tbe same way at 
the heliograph flashes messages from 
peak to peak by day tbe rays of the 
locomotive headlight can be made to 
transmit signals by night. It has been 
demonstrated that the electric hccdlight 
telegraphs the approach of a fast train 
from five to eight minutes in advance 
of its arrival, and it is suggested that 
in conjunction with the headlight col- 
ored disks' or other devices be nsed to 
signal express or specials, and that a 
stationary searchlight b» nsed for sig- 
naling at stations.

The freedom iu out of door 
sport which exists in a few of the more) 
liberal out of town schools is almost the 
foundation of this interest, just as all 
men's athletics are largely the out- 
growth of scholastic and collegiate ootn- 
pefcitive sport. The young women of 
tbe school age, learning these various 
games, are just beginning to appreciate 
their value as forms of exercise and are 
using them aa means of iuterscbolastio 
contest also. One of the most recent 
and undoubtedly tbe best game for girls 
ia cricket!. It is a game that is not over- 
severe for them, yet calls into play 
every muscle of the body. The play ifl 
so distributed as to give each player 
variety and 
interest and is simple 


enough for them to learn easily. With 
cricket, as wHh all similar games of 
bat and ball, the vigor of the play grows 
only vdth the vigor of the player, so 
that for a woman's game it is beyond 
the criticism of being too severe. The 
quickness of eye, of judgment and ot 
movement, together with tbe free ac- 
tion in throwing a ball, in catching it 
and running, are forms of training by 
•which every woman would be the gain- 
er. There is an effort among two of 
three girls' schools near New York to 
introduce a series of cricket matched 
between their young women. Rosemary 
Hall, at Wallingford, Conn., and a 
school at Pelbam Manor have been the 
first to open the way to this and have 
for four years played games against 
each other. Nest year the latter school 
hopes to opeu a series of competitive 
games with other schools which have 
taught cricket."

The Graat Merchant's Rules for the 


Observance of His Employes. 


On Saturday THE TBANSCBIPT pub- 


lished the first part ot the manuscript 
rules and regulations laid down by A. T. 
Stewart for the governmont of his great 
e^ablishmsnt, furnished 
through the 


courtesy of Wm. Arthur Gallup of this 
city. The second part containing the 
rules to be observed by bis employes, 
follows: 


Instructions and advice as to the habits 
and deportment of salesmen, etc. Young 
men you will remember that you are to 
conform to our cuatoin and not to intro- 
duce your own. It will be requisite for 
you to study the disposition and views of 
your employers and endearor to transact 
business precisely in the manner tney 
wish it done. Remembering that the 
more you do for us the more you ?re 
doing for yourselves and that in render- 
ing us good and 
satisfactory service 
which is your reasonable and proper 
duty, you are also acquiring our con- 
fidence and good opinion, which at a 
future time may be of great importance 
to you and at the same time you are es- 
tablishing a character for good conduct 
and perfecting yourselves in the detail of 
those business habits which not only fit 
you for success in your future pursuit but 
to make you respectable and useful mem- 
bers of tb* community. Never be idle 
but study to be actively, usefully and dili- 
gently employed. "Let there be a place 
for /everything and everything in its 
place." Endeavor to be certain that what 
you do is correctly done and do not put 
off till bye and bye that which can and 
ought to be done at the present. Do uot 
permit vooda to collect unnecessarily oa 
the counters but exert yourselves to re- 
turn them in good order to their places, 
first removing the small and most valua- 
ble articles and thoie most easily injured, 
and never draw an open piece of goods 
from under another that may be lying on 
it, and never put away goods unleaiia 
perfect order. Take up goods sold in 
such folds that they may be counted; 
thereby preventing errors in quantity; 
goods should be measured with the—right 
side up. 
Adhere as nearly as possible to marked 
prices and never name "an asking price" 
to deviate. 
The practice of hindering 
other* by conversation on attending to 
what others are d»ing, to the neglect of 
your own business or when waiting on 
customers to be thinking of something 
else are all at variance with correft busi- 
ness habits and must be avoided. If re- 
minded of any deficiency for neglect of 
duty, pay attention to the admonition 
that it may not have to be repeated, and 
if you desire to gain the esteem and con- 
fidence of your employers, endeavor to do 
more 
than 
is' 
expected 
rather 
than less. Customers who come to the 
store expect to be treated with attention. 
You will therefore be vigilant in looking 
ont for the customers, and step forward 
to meet and receive them with affability 
and pleasantness ot manner, that shall 
lead them to think favorably of you and 
and feel that we are pleased to see them, 
take pleasure in 
waiting on them, 
fffcd after having served them do not use 
the common phrase, "Is there ao'hinpr 
el*e?" But " May I show you such and 
such an article?" naming whatever you 
may suppose they might want. Spare- no 
pains in endeavoring to please a customer 
by matching samplcs,or the like, as in 
many cases remnants may thus be sold, 
and such pains in matters seemingly 
email leave a very profitable as well as 
creditable impression. Endeavor to sol) 
something to every person yon wait, on. 
If they cannot be suited with the article 
asked for other cheap and desirable goods 
may otten be introduced and sold to them, 
and in many cases you may return to toe 
original article and complete the sale of 
that also. 
When you discover the attention of 
yoar customer arrested by an article 
showed them confine yourself to that 
article until they decide upon it and do 
not continue to hand down others, unlea* 
desired, as yon confuse their judgment 
and often unsettle them when they are on 
the point of being suited. 


By observing the countenance of a cus- 
tomer you may judjjo of the effect pro- 
ducfd by an article shown. If you are not 
thoroughly acquainted with the goods 
shown and feel that you ara In danger of 
losing a sale call to your assistance the 
one naving charge of the goods in ques- 
tion before it istoo late. 
Be not hasty in praising yonr goods, if 


you find your customers are pleased with 
them. Wbatevnr you can then say cor- 
responding with theirjudgment will avail 
and produce greater effect. Never ascribe 
to an article a merit that it does not pos- 
sess as your customers will lose confiVJouca 
and think yon wish to deceive them. 
To sit or lounge about during business 
hours, to lean on goods or to lean on the 
counter while showing good* are all at 
variance with correct business habit-!. 
When a salesman i« desired to show an 
article which he has not been asked fur 
Lc v. "I dravr tits attention cf the cus- 
tomer by naming the article audibly, so 
that the customer nay know who 1* about 
to serve bar or him.

HIS CONFESSION. 


The local histories of the Ohio valley 


chronicle the assassination of Bon Davis, 
it noted Indian chief who figured promi- 
nently in the early pioneer wars of that 
section. The record gays he was found 
dead one morning in tbe woods noar Brook- 
ville, Ind., with a bullet wound in his 
hf.id. Tills occurred more than half a cen- 
tury ago, long after the chief had signed 
the peuco treaty. A whito man named 
Jeremiah Young was suspected, but never 
urrested. 
Young survived thn ovpnt many 


years. After his denth tho following docu- 
ment was found among his papers, sealed 
in a large envelope. It is herewith pre- 
sented for publication for tho first time: 


My first recollections nre of a happy 


boyhood career in northern Kentucky, ter- 
minating at my twelfth year in an appal- 
ling tragedy. There were only four in our 
family—father, mother, my bright haired 
little sister and myself. \Vo lived in a neut 
cabin which my futhor had erected on tho 
•west bank of the Licking river. Our near- 
est neighbor was a milo away, and the set- 
tlement three times that distance, in an 
opposite direction. There had been no In- 
dian depredations in our section for sev- 
eral years, and we had almost ceased to 
fear an attack. 


But one night, just as my father stepped 


into tho door of our cabin, on his return 
from a trip to tho settlement, a rifle shot 
rang through the forest, and he fell dead 
across the threshold. My sister had gro« n 
sleepy and retired, and mother and I had 
been awaiting father's return. Wo two 
saw him fall and immediately afterward 
beard footsteps rushing toward the house. 


My mother gave an awful scream, and I 


darted panic stricken through the rear 
door and across the little garden into the 
woods. 
Grouching in a thicket not more 


than 200 yards from the cabin, I listened 
with bulging eyes and throbbing heart to 
the shrieks of my mother and sister, min- 
gled with tbe wolflike howls of their mur- 
derers. 


Presently there was a silence even more 


horrifying, and then I saw a flash of light 
and beard the crackling of flames. Mot 
waiting to contemplate what I knew must 
be pent within the fire, I fled wildly into 
the almost friendly darkness of the woods. 
I muat have been guided by some strange 
instinct or power, for I threaded the track- 
less forest with the speed and celerity of a 
panther, reaching the settlement within 
an hour, where I told my story. 


An armed party quickly started for the 


scene, leaving me to the care and sym- 
pathy of thoso who remained. 
Three or 


lour hours later the men returned and re- 
ported that they found the cabin in ashes 
and the murderers gone. The charred 
bones of my kindred were found among 
the ruins of my house. 


Passing briefly over the horrors of this 


period, I found a good home with a child- 
less couple in the settlement, and as the 
years passed I gradually recovered from 
tbe shook that had so nearly upset my rea- 
son. In time I made something of a record 
as an Indian hunter, for I hounded them 
as other men did wild and ferocious beasts. 


Finally peace was permanently estab- 


lished, and I was glad of it, for I was tired 
of -warfare and found it easier to forgot my 
wrongs when not provoked by bearing of 
similar atrocities. Beaching manhood, I 
concluded to strike out for myself and try 
new fields. Five or sis years later I crossed 
the great river to Indiana and eventually 
drifted to Brookville, in that state, where 
I purchased a 40 acre tract, situated a cou- 
ple of miles west of town, and began clear- 
ing away the timber. I took lodgings at 
a country tavern in that vicinity, man- 
aged by a widow named Adair. 


Ono night, not more than a month after 


I had located here, I was sitting in tho bar- 
room of tho tarefn conversing with two or 
three other settlers when a tall, stern look- 
ing old Tertian entered, carrying a long 
rifle and a good deal of native dignity, and, 
nodding at ray companions, called for 
whisky. After repeating the drink be 
seemed to relax his assumed majesty and 
directly became as loquacious as his thick- 
ening palate and imperfect command of 
English. would permit. His talk soon 
drifted to war topics, and. he branched out 
boldly to recounting some of his former 
exploits, c\en bragging of bis deviltries 
among tho pioneers. I learned from one 
of the men that hewasthe noted Delaware 
chief, Ben Davis, and that ho was in tho 
habit of camping half a mile or so from 
tbe tavern while on bis periodic trips to 
Brookville. 


Finally be told a story that fairly turned 


roy blood cold. It was a literal reproduc- 
tion of the tragedy of my early life. 
He 


had operated first in Kentucky, and, ac- 
cording to bis own account, had crossed 
tho river to escape the whico a\engcrg wno 
wero on his trail. As he gloated over tha 
killing of ray family, detailing bow ho 
arid his "braves" had scalped and then 
burned the victims in their own cabin, I 
could hardly restrain my fury But I man- 
aged to do so, resolving secretly to call him 
to a reckoning at another time. I had 
never told my story to any of the settlers, 
and now determined not to do so—at least 
until I had squared accounts with tho old 
savage.

A crowd of spectators will \vafcch a child 
drown bacause it is no ona's spociul biiii 
ness to sa?» it and because to interfere in 
what does not concern you may gho riae 
to trouble. 


From whab bas beon already said as to 


tho kosn interest takon by tbo Chinese in 
money matters it may bu surmised that 
tboy should bo par excoHsnoo a "nation 
of shopkeepers." Ami so they nra. 
To 


their credit i>o it said that they have thor- 
oughly rsalizod that bargains era binding. 
Tho tea merchant may onUecvor in every 
way to get the better of his European con- 
frore, but onco the mystic words "pnttoo 
book"—i. o., enter it in writing—havo 
bo?n tittered tbe latter may rely on tho 
transaction 
being 
faithfully 
carried 


through. 
This comparatively high stand- 


ard of commercial morality naturally re- 
sults in an elaborate system cf credit, 
graatly to the advantage of both contrast- 
ing parties, and, though the "squeeze," or 
perquisite, enters into every arrangement, 
it is not sufficient to stop tho wheels of 
commerce, though undoubtedly it fre- 
quently clogs them. 


To go abck on your word in a business 


transaction or to fail to meet yonr liabili- 
ties causes a Chinaman to "lose face," and 
this is to him unbearable. The sacrifices 
which ho will make ^-'jhe approach of his 
new year to enable /*ini to avoid bains 
posted as insolvent ere as extraordinary 
as they are admirable. NorwouW it be 
right to omit all reference to the fact that 
to their justice they frequently add gener- 
osity. I well remember a case in which 
an American who had lailed after years 
of labor was supported during tho re- 
mainder of his lifu by his "compradoro," 
as tho nativo employed by European firms 
in their dealings with Chinese is termed.

Suppawu, Samp, Succotash. 


Tbe colonists qnictly learned from the 


Indians to bansst, grind and cook tha 
corn in many ralatablo ways, and tbe 
foods ruada from maize have retained to 
this day the names given by the aborigi- 
nes, such as hominy ( pono, snppawn, sanip, 
succotash. Samp and sanjp porridga wero 
soon favorite dishes. Samp is Indian corn 
pounded to a coarsely ground powder in a 
mortar. 


Tha laborious Indian method of prepar- 


ing maize for consumption was to steep it 
in hot water for 13 hours, then to pound 
the grain in a mortar till it was a course 
meal. It was then sifted in a small basket, 
and the large grains which did not pass 
through the primitive sieve were again 
pounded and sifted. 


Samp was often pounded in a primitive 


and picturesque Indian mortar made of a 
hollowed block of wood or a stump of a 
tree. Tho pestle was a heavy block of wood 
shaped like the interior of the mortar and 
fitted with a handle attached to ona side. 
This block was fasSened to the top of a 
growing sr.pling, which was bent over, 
and thus acquired this required spring back 
after tbo block, or pestle, was pounded 
down on the corn. Pounding samp was 
slow work, often done in later years by 
unskilled negroes, and hence disparaging- 
ly termed "niggerlng" corn. 
A'fter thoso 


simple springe mortars were abandoned 
elsewhere they were used on Long Island, 
and it was jestingly told that skippers in 
a fog could always got their bearings off 
the Long Island coast because they could 
bear tbe pounding of the samp mortars.— 
Cbautauquan. 


Origin of the Word Velocipede.

ing the French revolution a new form was 
introduced under tbe name of vslocifere, 
and its riders became known as veloci- 
pedes. 
In tbu yenr 1808 one of those ve- 


hicles, shown at tho Luxembourg gardens 
in Paris, was much used. Eight years 
later another wheel of similar form came 
into Trance and gained popular favor at 


j tho gardens, of tho Tivoli. This was the 


draisine, named from its inventor.

The suction of the air as the 
oar passes swiftly is something, and the 
confusion to au inexperienced bicyclist is 
considerable. 


Fear has been expressed by the wheel- 


men that as it is next the car tracks 
teams will soon finl it an excsllent road- 
way and occupy it. 
All classes have 


therefore been complaining. 


The work is under the direction of 


Commissioner Eaiirjh and he said in con- 
nection with these complaints that the 
putting of the path next the car tracts 
was the best thing that could ba done 
Uuder the circumstances. 
To build it at 


the side of the road, the only other avail- 
able place,would ti O ;ssitate provision tor 
drainage in the gutter and would cost 
about 10 or 11 times as much as the pres- 
ent coat. 


As to danger from accidents, the bicy- 


clists assume ail responsibility, and there 
has not been serious trouble in other 
places where similar paths have been 
built next the tracks. Teamsters will un- 
doubtedly uao the track more or less if it 
proves better than the roadway for teams, 
but as it will bo only five feet wide, it will 
not offer them much room. But in any 
case the path is by the terms of the per- 
mission given by the city not to interfere 
with the regular use of the roads.

SHOOTING 


Robert 
Rhodes, Who Tried to Kill 


Himself, Will Recover. 


Robert Rhodes of Oak hill, Williams- 


town, who attempted suicide Monday 
afternoon by shooting, as reported in THE 
TRANSCRIPT, did not inflict what is con- 
sidered a very dangerous wound and is 
expected to make a good recovery if no 
complications set in. Prs. Lloyd and 
Hull were called as soon as possible after 
the shooting. Dr. Lloyd arrived first and 
Dr. Hull came betore the dressing of the 
wound was completed. 
The revolver 


used was a 32 calibre. The ball entered 
the left side a little below the nipple and 
struck and followtd a rib several inches 
downward, lodging not far from the sur- 
face. The ball was not extracted. 


Rhodes is about : 3 years old and is the 


son of Andrew Rhodes. Somewhat over 
a year ago he married Mary Wintera of 
Salisbury, Conn., who was visiting in 
Williamstown, tho marriage taking plane 
at Petersburg, N. Y. Later the couple 
went to Salisbury, where Mrs. Rbodes 
worked in a bicycle factory. 
They re- 


turned to Williamstown a few weeks ago. 
Mrs. 
Rhodes had told several persons 


that her husband was very jealous of her. 


On Mond»y Cyrus Wheeler, with whom 


Rhode" had been very friendly, was at 
Rhodes' house and In some way trouble 
arose and Wheeler was ordered away. It 
ft said that after the rumpus Rhodes loft 
and utter an absence of some time re- 
turned under the influence of liquor. He 
told his wife he was going to shoot him- 
self and she was worried. She told John 
McClen about it and be assured her there 
was no danger of anything of tbe kind 
happening. A little Iat*r, however, the 
deed was done. 


McClen ran for tbe doctors and the 


neighbors soon began to 
assemble. 


Rbodes waa in the kitchen when he shot 
himself. He told the doctors the shoot- 
ing was accidental, bat all the circum- 
stance! contradict tbat statement. Elisha 
Worthy was at the house soon after the 
shooting and Rhodes asked him to hand 
him the revolver or a knife, saying h« 
wanted to finish tbe job. 


It is said Rhodes borrowed tbe revolver 


of bi* and*, saying there was a skunk in 
hit cellar wbiob be wanted to shoot. The 
affair created great excitement in tbe 
neighborhood, which to th« Clark chap«l 
district.
